A coroner’s inquest will convene to- 
morrow, authorities indicated, after 
Coffey is taken into the woods to 
point out where he buried the remain- 
ing portions of the woman's body, 
and which will give the state its evi- 
dence to substantiate charges of mur- 
der, for which a life prison sentence 
is provided. 

Discovery of the torso of the wom- 
an resulted from the gathering of a 
curious crowd residing near Riters 
woods tonight, and when Frank OJI- 
son, farmer, stumbled into a mound 
of earth which was soon. cleared 
away baring a gunny sack and its 
contents, 

Action Is Postponed. 

Coffey, at the time of the discovery 
was en route to Platteville from Maus- 
‘ton in the custody of a sheriff and 
‘attorneys. They requested authorities 
here to postpone any action tonight 
of a contemplated coroner's inquest un- 
til they arrived. They had planned to 
have Coffey show them where he 
buried the woman whom he says he 
killed by accidentally strikivg her with 
a baseball bat and then cut up her 
body.

SEE COINCIDENCES ONLY IN STUDENT SUICIDES 


At “Danger” in Philosophy 


BY SAM LOVE. 

New York, January 27.—Refusal 
to regard the suicide of five American 
college students within the month as 
indicative of danger in the untram- 
meled study of philosophy is expressed 
by two University of Columbia pro- 
fessors. The series of suicides these 
psychologists regard as coincidence. 

They expressed scorn, not for the 
youngsters who took their own lives, 
“weary of a futile world,” but for 
persons rushing to use the tragedies 
aS ammunition against free and ac- 
cessible learning in America. 

“So the poor feliows had _ been 
studying philosophy, had they?’ re- 
marked Dr. Harry L. Hollingsworth, 
professor of psychology at Columbia.

“It’s barely possible that they had 
also eaten oysters and were addicted 
to wearing hats and shoes?” 

The Rev. J. M. Murray, professor 
of philosophy at DePaul university, 
Chicago, was issuing a statement. — 

“The pagan rot being taught in 
many of our universities,” Father 
Murray said, “cannot but encourage 
students to make lies of the greatness, 
grandeur and dignity of their crea- 
tion, existence, final end and account- 
ability to a supreme being.” ; 

Thus the line again was drawn in 
the professorial world. ; 

Dr. Albert T. Poffenberger, assist- 
ant psychology professor at Columbia 
and author of a number of textbooks, 
also scoffed at drawing untoward con- 
clusions from the acts of the five 
dlepressed college students.

The committee announced that the 
resolution was passed with only one 
dissenting vote, which was cast by the 
representative of the Georgia Cotton 


of the member state associations were 
represented except Texas, it was 
added, 

The resolution follows: 

“Whereas it is the sense of the man- 
agers of all of the state cotton grow- 
ers cooperative associations in regular 
monthly meeting assembled that we re- 
affirm our unqualified indorsement of 
the principles of the McNary-Haugen 
bill now before the senate and the 
house of representatives and declare 
that it is our judgment that no other 
bill now before congress will meet the 
needs of the cotton growers as is pro- 
videc in the McNary-Haugen bill. 

Disagrees With Sapiro. 

“We further declare that the address 
made by Aaron Saprio hefore_ the 
school of cooperative marketing held 
at the Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture indorsing the Crisp bill does 
not represent the views of the cotton 
cooperatives and we call upon our 
delegates in congress to rally to the 
support of the McNary-Haugen bill as 
the one solution of the farm surplus 
problem which has brought such havee 
to catton prices during the past few 
months.” 

Mr. Sapiro spoke before the 20th 
annual conference of farmers at the 
State College of Agriculture: here. 

“The McNary-Haugen bill might 

ssibiy be of benefit to the wheat 
armers of the country, but it couldn't 
possibly be of any material aid to the 
cotton growers under present surplus 
conditions,” he said. 

“The Crisp bill carries greater pos- 
sibilities for the southern farmer, but 
the problem will never be solved by 
legislation, but through the organiza- 
tion of the farmer and the 
marketing of their products.” 

High Interest Rate. 

Mr. Sapiro said that the production 
credit system employed in the south, 
where the farmers, especially those of 
the tenant class, are charged high 
rates of interest by small bankers, and 
the attitude of many members of co- 
operative marketing organizations are 
doing more to rétard organization in 
the south than anything else. He said 
that in some states farmers are being 
charged from 20 to 26 per cent inter- 
est on farm production loans for about 
five months use of borrowed money. 
“No industry can thrive under such a 
burden,” he said. 

Control of the relationship of supply 
to demand is the object of the co- 
operative organization. “It is simply 
an Adjustment, the controlling of the 
flow of supply to demand.” 

“Cotton producers can gain 
contro] themselves, instead of leaving 
it to Wall street and Liverpool by 
‘organizing. Commodity organization 
fand not group organization will solve 
| this distressing problem,’ he said.

FLORIDA DRY NEI

Coast Guard Base, Fort T.auder- 
dale, Fla., January 27.—(#)—With 29 
persons under arrest, 13 of them, in- 
cluding one woman, out under bond, 
federal prehibition operatives, who 
during last night and today had swoop- 
ed into Broward county and had ap- 
prehended members of what they as- 
serted was a rum ring of national 
scope. tonight had returned to Lake 
Worth, the headquarters for prohibi- 
tion activities in this section of the 
state. 

Thirty-eight persons had been ar- 
rested during the raids, nine of them, 
n wegro, having been dis 
charged in a preliminary hearing be- 
fore United States Commissioner Rus- 
sell. Of those tonight under bond, two 
were negroes who had not yet been 
given a hearing. 

Just how much liquor had been con- 
fiscatéd by the operatives, who includ~ 
ed prohibition agents, immigration 
border patrol men, coast guardsmen 
and internal revenue department vf 
investigation agents, had not been esti- 
mated, neither was it known just how 
many individual raids had been con- 
summated, since individual forays by 
small parties were following each other 
so fast all through the day that a 
check was impossible. 

Those srrested in the raids included 
Sheriff Paul C. Bryan, of Broward 
eounty, seven deputies and eight po; 
licemen. Seven stills are said to have 
been destroved. 

The law officers were chargel1 with 
conspiracy to violate the prchibition 
act. but specific charges were not 
made public. The others were charged 
with possessing, selling or transport- 
ing liquor. 

Sheriff Bryan issued a stntement 
following his arrest. denying his guilt 
and expressing coninience in the ouf- 
eome.

“Right you are,” Mussolini fired 
back at me. “Italy had the choice 
between bolshevism and fascism. It 
chose fascism. Of course fascism 
brings innovations. Woe to the revo- 
lution that doesn’t. These who have 

mn entrusted by destiny with the 
conduct of a revolution may be liken 
ed to those generals who have had 
eommand of an army in war. Revolu 
tion and war are two words that in a 
sense go together. 

“War determines the course of a 
revolution nuniess a revolution brings 
on war. The strategy of both has 
much alike. As in war, so in a revo- 
lution. it is not invariably the case 
that things are carried by direct as- 
sault. 

“Sometimes, in the course of a revo- 
lution, it becomes necesyary to beat a 
strategical retreat. Sometimes it be- 
comes imperative to pause long upon 
the points of vantage already won. 

“The ‘goal is this: Government. 


“The foundation of a city, the es- 
tablishment of a colony. the inaugura- 
tion of an empire—these are the 
prodigies of the spirit of man. 


“And a government is not territo- 
rial merely. It may be the govern- 
ment of an empire that is economic 
-or political or spiritual. 

“It is an ancient adage,” the duce 
continued, “that every people has the 
government it deserves. A govern- 
ment is a mirror in which the people 
may see reflected their own power 
and their own capacity.

The Day in Finance

Stock Market Trading Is 
Confined Largely To Special- 
ty Group, With Regular List 
Practically Inactive. 


New York, January 27.—Trading in 
stocks was very quiet, showing plain- 
ly after yesterday’s recovery and 
weakness the day before that there is 
no follow through on'either the ad- 
vance or declines. A large majority 
of professional traders are of the 
opinion that unless there is fresh news 
of a favorable character regarding gen- 
eral trade there will be more of a set- 
back in industrial stocks than has oc- 
curred so far this year. 

In the meantime trading today was 
confined largely to specialties, such as 
Timken and Loew's. Pools are op- 
erating in both of the stocks named. 

One of today’s interesting news de- 
velopments was the arrival here of 
$6,200,000 gold from France for the 
account of two Wall street banks. 
There was a misunderstanding about 
the gold received here early in the 
week from France, the reported ship- 
ment of $20,000,000 turning out to 
be $4,200,000. However, today’s ar- 
rival makes $14,400,000 of the yellow 
metal reaching here from France in 
three recent shipments, increasing the 
belief that a credit is being. built up 
here by France for the purpose of 
stabilizing the france, thus helping 
along the prospects of reaching a set- 
tlement on war debts and obtaining 
a loan in this market. 

Steel Price-Cutting. 

Further price-cutting in finished 
seel products occurred today. The 
steel trade is being watched closer by 
Wall street than any other basic in- 
dustry. From what may be learned, 
the price-cutting now under way is 
the result of increasing competition 
for dwindling orders. Frankly, well- 
informed Wall street does not like 
the looks of the steel industry. How- 
evér, it is well to keep in mind that 
time and again price-cutting has de- 
veloped in the steel trade at this time 
of year, the net result of which has 
been stimulation of that industry into 
activity. 

It is becoming plainer day by day 
that the forthcoming 1926 earnings of 
the railroads as a whole are going to 
establish a new high record.
